tha ‘oil, was seen rising to the surface, and. 
spreading over it, huving eacaped from thy 
pipe, through the valves.: “Tho “ fiel 4s,” of 
oil were at first distinct, but as thoy spread 
gradually over the troubled surface, thoy 
cenlesced, and thon that surface, though 
heaving in a Ianguid heavy manner, was 
unbroken by foam crest, The “ pack” or 
field” of oil slowly drifted away with the 
tide past the pier head, and-se castward in 
Wes direction of Dover, spreading wider and 
wider as it drifted, tho oil still maintaining 
its: dominance over the chafing billows. In 
the calm wator it made, the Folkestone 
lifyboat rodo lightly, gently rising and fall- 
ing, whereas in the. rougher ‘water beyond 
the influence of the oil, thd gallant craft 
had been dancing about like a cork, .On 
the unoiled water her progress had been 
slow, nutwithetanding that ‘the lusty crew 
lay down. to their work with a right good 
will; but within the rogion which tho oil 
had lubricated, sho travollod at epeed with 
mauch leas strenuous strokes of theunta, | 
In thié oxpeziment, however, there was 
nothing of absolyte mavelty, » What, had 
‘boen dune at Paterhtad-and Abordeen, to 
say nothing of the expsricnces of Iabouring 
veasela in the dpen sea, had conclusively 
established the power of ofl to subdue the 
most turbulent waves, once tho ail was 
upon tho billows. Bat. Mr. Shields has 
convorned himeolf with devising means for 
distributing oi] on, the water in cases of 
shipwreck, to smoothdn: the water for the 
approach of boats or to. facilitate the 
escape of people taking the chance of 
plunge. It is not difficult to imagiuc cases 
in which it would bo of important ad- 
vantage to ships that tho breakers in any 
given direction should be aubdued, por- 
hops, for instanoa, whon entering a harbour 
unprovided with tho oil-pipe apparatua, or 
whon passing through a narrow and fiercely 
orturbed channel. To meet such cases, 
iv. SHtiolds has devised'an “ail shetl_to be 
used: as a projectile, aud ‘the working of 
this appliance was the novelty of yesterday, 
There is no complesity about the “oil 
shell.” It-is simply ab’ oil-can about 18 
inches Jong, with the ordinary conical top 
and the bung at ite apex, It is made of 
iron about ¢-inch thick, and may be atored 
anywhere, or token into use an’ oflean 
aboard ship, since it contains no explosive 
whatever. But when the occasion arises, 
the oil-can becomes. ‘a. projectile, “in the 
simplest fashion imaginable. Thora iso 
apace in its bottom into “which may bo 
fitted o small cae contoining tho explosive 
charge which is to shatter it at the proper 
moment. That moment is fixed through 
the instrumentality of a couple of time 
fuses, the exterior ‘ends of which, coated: 
in. parafiin wax at once tv vonder. then 
waterproof «nd to. insure their steady meas 
sured ignition, aro in actual contact with 
the ‘projecting charge, while tho interior 
ends ‘are’ of course in tho heart of ‘the 
bursting charge. . The oil-can thus mado 
into an * oil-shell,” and containing about a 
gallon. of real oil, is fired from an ordinary 
fi-inch mortar, whenca by a charge of a few 
ounces of powder it-is projected at a low 
rate of velocity, and if the'dim’ is accurate, 
will strike ‘the water within’ o reasonable 
distance’ of. the: spot desired, at a range of 
several hundred yards. It may burst im- 
mediately befqre.atritting the water,‘on d 
ing so, o¥ after it has done so and sunk; 
tho result is ‘practically the sume. Tho oil 
diffosed ‘itself “gradually, ‘and . produces 
unbroken water within’ .the. radius over 
which it.apreads. Yesterday the mortar 
stood on the boach almost in front of-the- 
Payilion Hote}, and the ‘' cil-sholl” pradtice 
was watched by a, Iange assemblage gathered.
